Lindsey  High  School.  The  Spring  term  1902,  was  taught 
by  Prof.  E.  P.  Goodwin  of  Boothbay.  Miss  Grace  Ross 
teacher  of  music.  We  have  reason  to  believe  this  term  was 
in  every  way  a  success.  Length  of  term,  10  weeks;  whole 
number  pupils,  21  ;  average,  19.  Leon  Ross,  Mabel  and 
Nellie  Hooper  were  given  diplomas  of  graduation. 

At  the  School  Board  meeting  beginning  with  the  municipal 
year,  it  was  voted  to  have  three  terms  of  High  school,  ten 
weeks  each.  One  in  the  Fall,  one  in  Winter,  and  the  other 
in  the  Spring,  thus  giving  the  pupils  better  privileges  in 
order  to  enter  college  or  business  life  as  soon  as  scholars  of 
other  towns. 

J.  A.  Tuttle  of  Freeport,  Me.,  taught  the  Fall  term.  Miss 
Grace  Ross,  music.  Mr.  Tuttle  kept  a  model  school  and  we 
would  have  had  him  remain  but  for  the  same  reason  as  many 
of  our  formers  teachers,  he  found  a  better  position  elsewhere. 

For  Winter  and  Spring  teams  we  have  employed  Everett 
Peacock,  A.  B.,  of  Gardiner,  Me.,  a  graduate  of  Bates  College 
and  Farmington  Normal  School,  thus  being  thoroughly  quali- 
fied for  a  teacher. 

Mr.  Peacock  is  one  of  the  best  of  teachers,  is  very  energetic 
and  persevering,  has  wise  and  progressive  methods,  which  has 
raised  the  standard  of  excellence  in  our  fligh  school  by  its 
improvement  in  discipline  and  more  thoroughness  in  the 
work.    All  the  scholars  seemed  to  have  made  good  progress. 

We  have  noticed  for  sometime  quite  a  dropping  off  of  the 
pupils  towards  the  close  of  the  terms,  which  prevents  them 
from  taking  their  final  examination.  This  ought  not  to  be, 
so  we  think  it  will  be  best  hereafter  for  all  scholars  not  taking 
their  examination  at  the  close  of  the  school,  to  take  the 
same  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  term.

By  the  census  of  April  1,  1903,  there  were  not  as 
many  scholars  in  town  as  the  year  previous,  conse- 
quently we  did  not  receive  so  much  school 
money  from  the  state.  There  have  been  seven  schools 
and  eleven  teachers.  Three  of  the  eleven  teachers  have 
had  Normal  training  and  the  rest  have  had  more  or  less 
experience.    The  work  of  the  schools  in  general  has 
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been  along  the  lines  generally  recognized  as  among  the 
best.  We  have  not  attempted  to  force  pupils  beyond 
their  capacity  to  receive  and  retain,  yet  it  has  been  the 
constant  aim  to  keep  them  busy,  and  their  time  fully 
occupied  with  their  studies  while  in  school,  believing 
that  with  so  short  a  school  year,  and  so  long  a  vaca- 
tion, that  the  pupil  can  stand  a  greater  amount  of  work 
per  day,  than  would  be  safe  if  the  schools  were  longer 
and  vacations  shorter.  We  have  endeavored  to  get  the 
best  teachers  our  means  afford,  and  we  are  fully  satis- 
fied that  all  have  tried  to  do  their  best,  and  have  been 
well  seconded  by  the  scholars.  I  commend  parents  for 
their  interest  in  the  schools,  and  would  advise  you  to 
visit  them  often  thus  showing  your  interest  in  them, 
and  in  the  progress  of  your  children,  for  it  matters 
not  how  well  school  officials  and  teachers  endeavor  to 
do  their  duty,  there  is  opportunity  for  you  to  assist. 

We  have  repaired  the  school  houses  enough  to  keep 
them  comfortable  and  suitable  for  school  purposes.  At 
Ross  Corner  there  is  a  decided  need  of  a  school  house, 
and  we  think  the  town  could  get  one  at  a  comparative- 
ly small  expense,  thus  avoiding  the  cost  of  hall  rent, 
besides  being  much  more  convenient  for  small  children. 
We  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following 
clause  in  the  school  laws  of  Maine:  "Schools  having 
an  average  of  less  than  eight,  can  be  continued  only  by 
a  vote  of  the  town  at  the  regular  annual  mectiyig  after  a 
written  recommendation  by  the  S.  S.  Com.  This  vote 
cannot  be  taken  at  a  special  meeting." 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  acknowledge  the  many  favors 
and  courtesies  at  the  hands  of  your  superintending 
school  committee,  who  have  been  faithful  to  the  duties 
of  their  office.
